Mr Vowles,'one of tho European employés 
at the Refinory, stated that the mev had 
hauled a beam up witha pulley, and after 
taking it out of tho ropo wero lifting it ap 
to place it in position when; it slipped, hit 
the platform, snapped the pole, and causad 
tho nien to fall off the planks to the ground. 
tir B. P. Tooker, Execative Enginoer, 
P.W.D., stated: that he had inapscted the 
place where ths accident took place, and he 
thought Mr “Vowles’ explanation of how 
tho accident. was‘ouased ‘was‘correct. Tho 
pole that enapped was fairly sound timber. 
The woight of the beam was only 223 Ibs. 
The barabvo scaffolding was well construct- 
ed, bat he did not consider it was of suffi- 
siont strength for the work that had to be 
done, Ha did not think thero had been 
any culpable reminsness on the partof those 
respogsible, Ta futprs it they: proposed to 
carry on -work . of a similar ‘nature he 
would suggest “that “much: stronger poles 
should ‘be ‘used to ‘support the planking. 
Tho work did not properly come under the 
supervision of: the ‘Public Works Depart- 
ment, as the buildings wore not on, Crown 
land,. Mr A: Bodger, manager of the Re- 
Gnery, in auswer to, the Magistrate, said the 
suggestion of Mr, Tooker would he attentled 
to. Tho quepiion’ of odmponsation to the 
relatives .of, the deceased. rested with the 
‘Qhinese contractor. His Worship adjourn-

a line drawo from the most northern 
Siameao mititary post recently occapied by 
Franco-Annsmite troops, to 8 point sita- 
ated et the same latitude, say 18° of North 
Latitude on the left bank of the Mekong, 
will bo considered os Annamite or Cambo- 
dian territory, the river below this poiat 
heing made the dividing line between the 
usighbouring states until it enters the ter- 
ritory of Cambodia, the use of the islands 
for navigation purposes being commen to 
the three bordering states.’ 

‘And the above is actually what the 
French Government, havo considered a 
rafusal, and for which Siam dosorves to be 
blockaded !

AN INDICTMENT AGAINST CHANG 
CHIH-TUNG. 

‘The W.-0. Daily News translates the fol. 
lowing from the Psking Gazette :— 

Hei Chib-ciang, Chief Director of the 
Grand Court of Revision, prayo that the 
Snored Glance may rest oo his memorial in 
wbioh a high provincial oficial is accused, 
without prevarication, of the crime of in- 
gratitude to the Imperial Grace, 
Chib-tang, now Governor-General of the 
Hukuang Provinces, is a man of deep 
literary attainments, expansive knowledge, 
and thoroughly conversant with the 
Classics and History, beyond tha common 
herd, In former years ‘when memorialist 
was a colleague of his-in the Imporial 
Academy, Chang Chib-tung was tha object 
of deep. admiration and respect not only 
on the memorinlist’s part, but because of 
the former's erudition sincerely vénorated 
by the rest of the members’ who were oom~ 
pletely dwarfed by bis superior literary at- 
faioments, At that time Chong Obih-tung 
and the now degraded Expositor of the 
Hanlin or Imperial Academy,” Chang Ptei- 
Jin, were conceded to be the chief Jeaders of 
the Uterati of the southern portion of the 
Metropolitan Prefecture and having made 6 
name for brilliant patriotism for themselves 
were introdaced some time during the Sth 
and-6th years of the reign of Kuang Heit 
(1879-80) to the Imperiat Notice of Their 
Majesties :the Empress Dowager and the 
Emperor, by Li Hung-teao, member of 
the Grand Council of § Your Majesty 
gave them both every” latitude for the exer-

For instance, 
puch of his subordinates as. the Provineial 
Judge and Taotals who had 
a right of audtoace on a days of the 
month were often compelled to wait for ten 
hours at a stretoh secking for an audisnee 
and often had to withdraw without sccom- 
plishing ‘their object. This beoams such & 
matter of pommon ogourrence that Chang 
Chih-tung made no protence of offering soy 
excuses for this unwonted conduat, Ss fer 
officers of the grades of prefeats and district 
magistrates he did: cot deiga to glance at: 
them, . He never. made any enquiries as to 
the priocipies of hie xubordinates, of their 
fitness, or otherwise; ov examined into their 
conditlon whether these mén were iergetio 
orlazy in their daties: fhe waa fond of o

ing thet he would be chosen for the task, he 
wrote ap eloquent memorial fer o 
reason than to go against the majority, and 
so show himself to bo outside the common 
herd. But thy wisdoni of H.1.M,-;tho Em- 
press Dowager ond the keen perce] tion of 
the Emperor, saw through the fallacy of 
Chang Chib.tung’s plens,,and 99 commanded 
him to try thom. Ho was unable to do as 
he offored in his memorial aud so changed 
it into making steel and materials for the 
projected railway first, Gotting possession 
of large sums of money for his purposes he 
became guilty of too lightly believing in the 
words of others, To-day ib was opening an 
iron mine; to-morrow a coil mine, Taking 
advantage of his weakness, people joined 
him asking for thisand then for that, with- 
out casing. Bo that for inktance, Tis. 
5,00) was thrown away of an experiment 
on this thing ond again Tis, 10,000 on an- 
other. None of bis schemes succeeded _un- 
der this kind of deily extravagance. Fail. 
ing in funds this Viceroy commenced to fol~ 
low the system he inaugurated wher Go- 
vernor-Goneral of tho Linngkuang provin- 
ces, Other grave faulls he bad, such as 
shaking Hunan to its foundations by trying 
to introdace telegraphs .in. that. province : 
tearing down the Tung bridge, in Hapeh, 
jn order to pass bis machinery-laden boats 
without extra labour or trouble, to their 
destination, The excitemsnt caused by 
these actions almost resulted in rebellion and 
caused much sorrow to the Lraperial Bosom, 
Again, such misdemoanours 48 not reporting 
to the Throne when hie own yamén caught 
fire, and forting department and district 
magistrates on being appointed to office, to 
contribute to the public exehequer—insten- 
ces such as there can scarcely beonumerated, 
He styled this, * nourishing the people’ 
when really it wee dono for his own onda. 
Yo other words this. high official nourishes 
the people for his own ends ;. but all this 
really tends to absorbing the vitality of the 
people who are looking around for other 
sontoes of support and it is to bs feared will 
result in disaster aud rebellion for the pro- 
vince of Hupeh. The poople of Peking in 
talking over the unlimited and endless ex- 
travagances of this high official feel all the 
more indignent at him beoante prosuming 
upon thé favour with which Their Majesties 
the Dowager Empress atd the Emperor re- 
gard him, ‘be still prosecutes big reckless and 
suicidal policy. Taken as a whole, it at first 
seemed to the memorialiat that the usual 
conduct of Chang Chih-tuog in managing 
the affairs of Stato, seemed loyalty iteel? ; 
his “deeds scemod bold; bis principles un- 
bonding: and his polioy far-sighted, when 
in:tyuth he backed up b bition by bonst- 
ing and big words. His. strength is too 
weak for the important post be holds, and 
although his exterior may seem to tho be- 
holder to be flourishing, yet it is all empti- 
ness within. Moreover he -has meny eom- 
mencements but few completions and most 
of his institutions. have ended iv nothing 
eabatanticl. He resembles, to the memor 
list, ¥ing Hao of the ancient Chin dynasty 
and Wang Ngan-shén of-the Sung period, 
Amongst the memorials of the high officiate 
of the Metropoliten and Provincial Adminis. 
trations no deeda—on piper—surpass those 
af Chang Chib-tung, while for speciousness 
of reasoning, eccentricity in deeds and oun- 
ning, no one again can come upto thie Obang 
Obin-tung, ‘This man is. to be trusted 
neither with office in the provinces'nor with 
the reins of government withia the-capital.

THE FLASH-POINT AND. POINT OF 
DANGER IN MINERAL OILS. 
In the course of an article whioh he 
contributes to the Chemical News, Mr D. 
R. Steuart, P.LG., F.0.S,, saya :— 


. The danger of fire or explosion from a 
minoral oil is tosted by taking its fiash- 
point. The Government test o Profoseor 
Abel is a 2-inch cup covered on the top. 
The filling, beating, light applied, &o., aro 
all defined. Holes sre opened in the lid 
for a moment 10 apply. the light at speci- 
fied intervals, and the point got in very 
definite. The questionis: What-relation 
has the point so got to the point of 
danger? Is the Abel flash-point itself the 
point of fangor, or isdsnger to bo feared 
only at a much higher.temporatare ? 

eforo o Parliamentary Committes somo 
years ago, o witness said thero was no 
dengor at all until the temperature of the 
Amorican fire test. . The flash-poiat is tho 
lowcat tomporatare at which tho vapours 
and air give o little explosion when the 
light is applied, going instantly out, The 
fire-point is the lowest temporature ab 
which the vapours burn continuously. 

A particular sample of oil I tested flash- 
ed in Abel test at 78” F., in the old Gov- 
ernmont open test at 106°, and firod in tho 
old Government opon test apparatus at 
Ler, ..Tbis last is something like the 
American fire test, Is there, with thikoil, 
no danger of fire in a store or explosion in 
a lamp until about 120° F. is reached ? 

A moment's thought will satiety us that 
although a little cap of oil cannot supply 
suficient vaporr to keep up a constant 
flame until 122° F, is reached, a larger 
surface will supply vapour, and, when 
ignited, hoat, onough to produce a constant 
flame of a much lower temperature. 1 
tried the oil mentioned above in an ap- 
paratus like the old Government open 
test, with screon around and partly aleo on 
the top, but 9 inches in diamater, Apply- 
ing o smalt flame every two degrees at a 
hal f.inch above the surface, ths oil 
ignited explosively at 88°, and continued 
to burn furiously. Repeating the experi- 
ment, and applying tho flame at every 
degree, it igniled and burned continuously 
at 87°, and tho flame rapidly increased in 
vigour. Making the same spparatug 9 
Close test Sike Abel's, tha oil ignited a 
fired (burned continuously) at 76° TF’, ; that 
js with 9 inch wide olosed test, instead of 
the 2inch prescribed by aot of Parliament, 
the oil not only flashed but fired two degrees 
below the flash point Abel test, and whoa 
open it fired only nine degrees above the 
Abel test. With a wider surface of oil, 
the flashing snd firing would no doubt take 
place et oven a lowor temperature. These 
experiments prove, if they require proving 
at this timo of day, that the old Govern- 
ment open test and the American fire teat 
are altogether deceptive, and that in atore, 
barrel, or tin can, the flush-point Abel teat 
is n point of real dangor; and that for ail 
in large masses the danger beging even 
below the flash point (Abel). Tao experi- 
ments also prove that, except for very 
small surfaces of oil, tho flash-point and the 
fire-point are the same. 

The following heppened in my experi- 
ance :— 

A large tank of very high ashing oil 
was being pumped into, and the oil 
therefore in considerable commotion. The 
temporature was far below the fash-point

ADMIRAL S'R GEORGE TRYON. 


If the acconnts of the sinking of the 
Victoria are corroot, which wa seo 10 
reason to question—dispute being éonfined 
to tha onuses, and not the facts, of the 
catastrophe—the tory of Admiral Tryon's 
death belongs rather te the poot than the 
joarnalist, Thoreis in it an almost epic 

ndour and completeness. The senso of 
gaty which kept him oa the bridge after 
all hope had fod ; the chivalry which refus- 


ed the swimming-belt lest, lacking it, 8 


courtesy which, in tho vory act of sinking, 
mado him wava n kindly farewell to Ad- 
miral Markham on board the Camper- 
down, though that ship was the uncon- 
scious instrument of ruin; tho courage 
which, from first to last, faced tho un- 
precedented misfortune with high seranity ; 
~ it is raroly that, even in the history of 
navies, ail these qualities meet.’ The 
lonely figure o» the bridge, watchful for 
all, though waiting death, and pormitting 
to hia crew the flight which for himself ho 
disdained, is a subject for a groat pictorial 
artist, who yet, whatever his powers, can- 
not convey to aapectator of his work the 
fullness of ita groat meaning, For 
Admiral Tryon did not die as many 
navel Captains have died, heroic, yet 
despairing because ho was in fault. He 
commanded tho fleet, not the Victoria, 
and was probably not even ware, if 
plunder wore committed, of what kind thot 
blunder was. He was in no forvour of bat- 
tle when men oxpoct death, and ara strnog 
up to face it ; nor was he sustained by tho 
presence and the example of any equale 
around him. There is no lonoliness like 
thet of an Admiral at sea, and al} around 
were taking thair Jast poor chance. for safety 
under his eyes and with his permission. 
‘And, above all, there was no order from a 
superior compelling him to stop in his 
place. The Roman sentinel at the gates of 
| Pompeii, the Russian sontry at the door of 
the burning theatre, the boy Casabiones 
supposing that legond true—all met death 
tranquilly in obedionce to the command 
which had placed them there to perform a 
specific duty even in preseuce of death ; 
put the Admiral had no superior, and acted 
solely froma his own coneciousness of whet 
was the duty which it became him to fulfil. 
Alo is a magniticent figure, and we can but 
hope that he will live not only in the tradi- 
tion of the British Navy, but in song 
worthy alike of his heroiam and his fate, 
We must leave it to others to celebrate 
tho superb courage, equal to that of Colonel 
Seton, who commanded the soldiers on 
the Birkenlead, which, and not his eonse 
of duty, is, we fear, the quality that 
oxtorted admitation from all England—it 
might have byen equally. bis duty to Ay, 
and thore would bave boon no admiration 
for the flight—for we want say something 
else, To our minds, the charm of Admiral 
Tryon’s bearing in the hour of bis fate is 
the perfection of the aystem which for 
conturies has bred men capable of his con- 
duct aud hia death, Thoy have nut had 
his opportunity of being visible, nat his 
strangely scania surroundings, not perhaps 
the temperament which could have inspired 
them to that farowell in the moment of 
disappearance ; but there have been bun- 
dreds of men in tho Navy, and even in the 
Merchant Sorvice, who would have died as 
bravoly as he did. It is the tradition of 
both: sorvicea—not, we think, tho order— 
that the highest in rank on a» ship ta peril 
must bo the last to quit the versel ; that, 
as occurred afew years ago, evon a slow. 
away, who is almost a criminal in sailors’ 
eyes, must take precodonce of ther Captain 
in securing safety. ‘The origin of the role 
is, we fancy, a policy—that the State or 
the owner be protected by the Captain's 
authority to the last—bat 7t has become an 
atiqnette and a pride, and in the records of 
hundreds of wrecks, you will find fow in 
which it was over broken. ‘Tho Captain 
was the last to quit the ship’ is the end of 
almost every telegram of marine disaster. 
In other words, discipline, continued for 
centuries under the pressure of the same 
necessities and tho same ideas, has extin- 
tinguished in a class by no means devoid 
either of faults or vices, # most natural and 
tempting form of selfishness, bas induced 4 
whole series of men, many of thom hardly 
educated, to face a alow and painful form 
of death rather than fail in the performance 
of a professional duty. ‘I'bat iss wonderful 
result’ of training, and it is-one which 
tankos those who see it clearly doubt whe- 
ther the modern world is altogethor in the 
Tight psth, The old ideal for the forma- 
tion of charactor was discipliae, hardship, 
pressure, alike from the law and from 
teachers and from opinion, and it certainly 
produced many .of the virtues; expecially 
that one of obedience which the world 
averywhere}but on board-ship--where there 
are few uorealities ond mon carry 


ovolved aud filled the top of the tank, and, 
expelled by the rising oil, overflowed out 
at a manhole door on the top which, was 
not quite close, and ignited at a lamp some 
distance below. ‘fhe fire ran up tho 
stream of vapour; thera was an explosion, 
blowing off the top of the tank, and the oil 
caught fire and burned uncontrollably until 
it was practically all consumed. For 
dangor in oil works, even the Abel flash- 
point is deceptively high. Ie it because 
this has not beou realised that fires in oil 
works have been so frequent? 

A little attention by acicntifio man to 
aur petroleam laws (says the writer, ia 
conclusion) would cven cause them to be 
altered so as-to do away with our prescot 
horrors and terrors. Tho development of 
this groat trado on unfo lines, in conformity 
with physical and moral law, would bring 
a great and immediate blesslag to the 
people, and very avon a gront advantege 
to manufacturers and the trade. 


Tus Australasian tells the following good 


collapses :—' From Wanaaring awa’ comes 
this little story. A station manager out in 
the West (N.S. W,) was down in Melbourne 
during that uneasy timo when bank officials 
had the wnenviable honour of being watch- 
ed at once by both tke publio and the 
polico. Ho got so searod that ho drow his 
money in gold, and was bringing it homo 
with him, but the confidence of his old 
friond the manager of the Commercial 
Banking Gompany of Bydhcy at B———o 
misled him, and he rebauked his money 
there. ‘* Whon this bank goes,” said the 


manager, “Australia goos, and when that 
happens you can boil me dewn for tallow.” 
That kind of confidence bas a reassuring 
effect, and the manager really felt what ho 
said, for ho is tho kind of manager who

‘The modern idea is that diacip- 
live, even for ‘children, is an” oppressive 
thing, that it tarns mon into machines, that 
it quonches individuality, thatit is, in short, 
unpleasant, whereas pleasantuess is the end 
of life, We seo tho result of the change io 
the disappearance of many forms of oppres- 
sion, and a lighter atmosphere for men to. 
move in, but wo see it also in the alow 
disappearance of: many noble elements in 
character. Tho old:system, working with 
good material, produces ag ita perfect result 
Admiral Tryon; the new, working also onthe 
right material, produces the British agitator. 
Admiral Tryon was no doubt a brave man 
and gentleman without help from the Sor- 
vico or its. traditions, but the Service had 
annealod his. character inla whut it was, 
something far a najian to he proud of, which 
would hardly have been oxhibited or have 
existed amid the indiscipline and softness of 
civjt life. When one heare ofauch aman so 
meating such an end, it is diffeult not to 
doubt whether liberty as now interpreted ig 
auch a perfectly good thing, whether in- 
staut obedience to command ia not better 
training; whether pressure from all sides, 
from service rules, opinion, and hardship 
together, does not weld men into something 
worthicr of the sapirations which, while 
men have consciances, they never quite got
